Atlanta’s daily supply 12,000 to 15,- 
000 gallons unless local pasteurizers 
agree to its demands, was ordered 
Thursday by the Georgia Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Federation, Inc., composed of 
farmers and dairymen within a radius 
of 100 miles of Atlanta. 

Officers and directors of the fed- 


eration decided upon a “holiday” in 
their shipments to Atlanta  distrib- 
utors at a meeting held Thursday at 
the Piedmont hotel. The vote was 
unanimous and the “holiday” became 
effective immediateiy. 


Atlanta's milk supply will be cur- | 


tailed 50 per cent if threats of pro- 
ducers are carried out, Henry C. Mar- 
tin, director of the city health depart- 
ment laboratories, said. 

“Atlanta is now consuming about 
30,000 gallons of milk a day,”’ Mar- 
tin said.

This action coincided with a third 
telegram today to President Hoover, 
in which the governor asked for a 
conference next Tuesday to discuss 
his req..est for a $10,000,000 loan for 
the whole state. The loan today cov- 
ered part of this total. 

Its approval, however, did not in- 
volve the real controversy between the 
governor and the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation into which Pinchot 
has drawn President Hoover. 

The three counties, Allegheny, 
Northampton and Philadelphia, com- 
plied with the corporation’s request 
for data upon which loans are based.

MONTGOMERY. Ala.. Sept. 
(P)—By a majority that refused to 
flinch, the house in rapid-fire order 
today passe the three Edgar near- 
beer bills designed to repeal sections 
of the state prohibition law which 
now prohibit the sale of cereal bev- 
erages that “look like, smell like or 
taste like” beer. 

Following an hour's debate’ in 
which the “old guard” of the house 
lined up against the younger members, 
the house passed the bill to regulate 
the manufacture for sale,: transporta- 
tion and possession of cereal beverages 
containing not more than one-half of 
1 per cent alcohol, by a vote of 67 
to 32.. A companion measure imme-

idiately was passed assessing a license 


fee of $100 a year on wholesalers and 
$10 a year on retailers and a sales 
tax of & cents per bottle to be paid 
by the consumer, by a vote of 67 to 
20. The third measure in the group 
designating the tax to go to the edu- 
cational fund of the state then was 
passed by a vote of 67 to 22. amid 
cheering on the floor and in the gal- 
leries. 

A motion by Representative Massey 
Edgar, of Washington, author of the 
bill. was passed to send the measures 
to the senate without engrossing. 

The present state law prohibits the 
sale of “anything that looks like, 
tastes like, or smells like” beer. 

Representative Edgar in explaining 
the bills said they would bring much 
needed revenue to the state’s public 
schools, and asserted “I am not afraid 
to vote my convictions and I am not 
afraid of the preachers back home.”
